The finding of a number of cases of 
cerebro spinal meningitis among immi-. 
grants arriving in the Port of New York 
from Greece, and the fact that fully 
55,000 Greek soldiers who served in the 
Balkan War are expected to return .to 
homes in this country during, the next 
feW months, has caused those watching 
the situation to fear another: epidem:c 
of the disease like that of two years ago 
unless precautions are taken. 

That the Greek soldiers are now re- 
turning in great numbers is shown by 
the fact that the Cunarder Caronia, 
which arrived yesterday from Alexan- 
dria and ports in the Levant, carried 
250 of them in her second cabin and 650 
in the steerage. At least a third of the 
number could be distinguished by their 
kahki uniforms. The steamer Athinai. 
which arrived.in port on Feb. 28, had 
more than 500 steerage passengers, at 
least half of whom -spoke English, who 
were returning to this. country after 
service in the Balkan War.

VELASQUEZ E EXPERT SHOCKED, 


Dr. Mayer Gafls “Venus” One of the 
Mest Important Spanish Paintings. 
When Dr. August Mayer, the authority 
‘on Spanish patnting, who has just ar 
rived in this country, heard of the as- 
sault made upon the Rokeby Venus, he 
expressed his horror in vigorous terms. 
The Venus, he said, was one of the most 
important Spanish pictures in the world, 
partly because of its gréat beauty, and 
partly on account of its distitictioh as 
one of only two nude female figures. 
painted by artists of that austere ard re- 
ligious race. The other is the famous} 
*“* Maja;’’ by Goya, ‘which, however, was 
at one time probably covered by. the 
painting of a draped figure. Ribera. 
painted mythological figures, but always | 
with drapery. 4 

The modeling of the woman’s-form in 
the Rokeby Venus is of exceptional 
beduty, and the noble bDlack—a true Ve- 
lasquez black—of the coverings on the 
couch ‘heightens the brilliancy of the, 
flesh tints. The integrity of the picture 
has beén more of ress disputed, and cér- ; 
tain critics have held that the figure of 
the little Cupid holding the mirror and 
the reflected face in the glass are the 
work of an eighteenth century painter. 

Dr. Mayer points out that this cannot 
be the case, as the Venus “with boy ” 
was mentioned in an inventory of 1636, 
but coneédes the possibility of a restorer 
having worked on the Cupid, as the 
painting of the little body is much 
feebler than that of the Venus. ;

FOUNDER OF LE MATIN DEAD. 


Alfred Edwards Introduced Ameri- 
cah Reporting Methods in Paris.

PARIS, March 10.—Alfred Bdwards, 
founder of Le Matin, died this after- 
noon after af attack of influenza, 

He left his mark deeply on modern 
| French journalism. He was the son 
of @n Engtish father and a Fretich 
mother, and was born in Constantine- 
ple fifty-seven years ago.

A. CORRUPT ELECTION COMING? 

Gov, GLynn has ‘sent to the Legis- 
lature a message recommending that 
the’. National Democratic . Club’s bill 
to strengthen ‘the direct primary law 
be passed.

That. the election district be made 
the primary. distriet, so that primary 
elections will be conducted by biparti- 
san instead of partisan Bpards.of: In- 
spectors. 3 

That primary \ day . be held on the 
first day of registration, and the hours 
during which the voter may ‘register, 
enroll, and vote materially lengthened. 

That the application of the signature 
law. be extended to primary elections. 

That voters be furnished by. mail 
with sample ballots not later than the 
day before each premere and general 
election. 

These changes. would make New 
York’s direct primary law. like that 
passed in New Jersey under Wooprow 
Witson. It is*strange that they were 
not embodied in’ thé original bill, and 
stranger still that the Judiciary.Com- 
mittee: of ‘thé’ Senate has not: acted 
upon them, although Chairman Brav- 
VELT has. formally approved them. 
Perhaps the friends of Mr. Murpuy in 
the Legislature hoped that the omis- 
sions would never be noticed, and that 
the provision inthe vaunted Massa- 
chusetts ballot law defining a resident 
voter as one. having a“ place of stay ” 
in this city would escape attention.

PROF. COMPTON’S KINDNESS. 


Former: Student ‘Tells Story. of His 
~Modest Generosity. 
To the Hdttor of The-New York Times: 

At the distinguished gathering held yés- 
terday in the Great Hall of the College of the 
City of New York, where a number of promi- 
nent men came to pay ‘their tribute to the 
memory of the late Prof. Alfred G, Compton, 
there was no ‘stress laid on his generous 
character, One of the speakers said ‘that, 
while Prof. Compton always appeared cold 
and dignified, he Was, nevértheless, human: 

Permit me. to n@late an incident that took 
place aboyt twenty-three years ago, which 
may, show that Prof. Compton, with all. his 
dignity, was never cold and was altogether 
human. <A student of tle freshman class, 
who came to his notice as deserving of fi- 
nancial assistance, but who. was not entitled 
to the Students’ Aid Fund, found at the col- 
lege an énvélope addressed to’ him, . contain- 
ing @ considerable sum, without giving any 
hint as to the source from where it came.

1 WAS. DEAN-OF THEIR GRAFT 


‘His ‘Work ‘os the Magazines /De- 
scribed by Old Friends—The Only 
Printer Universities Rewarded. 


At a meeting in honor of ‘the memory 
of Theodore Low De Vinne,-held under 
the auspices of the Typothétae of the 
City of New York in the rooms of the 
Aldine Association, 200°Fifth Avenue, 
last night, the veteran printer, who died 
in his eighty-sixth' year Jast month, was 
spoken of as ‘‘ the Dean of the Shite 
trade in America ”’.and as the man ‘who 
had done more’ than any ther .during 
the last’ century toward -the develop- 
ment: of the. trade. 

A dinner of 100 eovers preceded the 
memorial: meeting, and representatives 
of évery printers’. organization in the 
city were ‘present.. In’ the room “where 
‘the meeting was held was the model of 
a& bronze bust “of Mr. De Vinne which 
was. presented to him several years ago 
by the printers of the:city. 

J. Clyde Oswald, editor of The Amer- 
ican Printer, pointed out that Mr. De 
Vinne was worth. nearly $1,000,000 at 
the tine of ‘his @eath. “He-said he ‘was 
probably. the only printer who had ac- 
cumulated. in recent; times a fortune 
from the printing business alone with- 
out embarking in thé publishing busi- 
ness, and. prophesied that no printer 
was likely to equal his record in the 
near future. 

Mr. Oswald. then reviewed. Mr. De 
Vinne’s. career ‘in some’ detail, tracing 
his’ rise from a 16-year-old apprentice 
on The Newburg Gazette, New York, to 
the day before his death on Feb. 16 
last. Even then he was still taking an 
active, part in the management of the 
De Vinne Press.in this city, of which he 
became head in 1877. 

Rossiter. Johnson, editor in chief of 
the Universal Cyclopedia and associate 
éditor of the.American Cyclopedia and 
the Standard Dictionary; knew Mr; De 
Vinne early in his-career, and told of 
his*experience of. him while he was per- 
sonally supervising the printing of the 
Century, and St. Nichglas magazines. 
These magazines, ‘Mr. Johnson said, 
owed much of ‘their early Success to the 
printér,, and he described the. interest 
and ingenuity. Mr. De Vinne displayed 


in making them typographically at- 
tractive.. His company, which was in- 
eorporated under’. the name. The De 
Vinne Press, but was formerly known 
as. Theodore L, De Vi Co., had 
printed the Century for’ thitty-six years 
aad the St: Nicholas since it was found- 
ed, he added. 
Among other speakers whoehad kni 
Mr. De Vinne, were James W. Bothwell, 
President ‘of the OS dt tne who opened 
the meeting, and A. Dra for forty 
years art editor of the Century Ma 
zine. Mr: Bothwell said that the 
eteine owed its existence partly to 
De Vinne, who was one of its 
founders and its. first Secretary, : and 
‘was later its President for a nunrber*of 
years.
